Raids In Response to Attacks 
On U.S. Reconnaissance Craft

Statistics pertaining to ou r ju d icial sy stem recent­ 
ly d isclosed by the Commerce Clearing Hou se d o 
not make tor pleasant read ing. For ex ample, rec­ 
ord s show there now are more cases pend ing in fhe 
fed eral cou rts than ev er before. 
At the end of fiscal 1970. cases pend ing before 
United States cou rts of appeals had reached a high 
of 8 ,8 12, an increase of 963 ov er the prev iou s y ear. 
It was the 12th consecu tiv e y ear of increase. 
For the second straight y ear more than 10 000 
cases were d ocketed in these cou rts. 
THE RAPID GROWTH in the cou rts of appeals 
work load is rev ealed throu gh the filing of 11,662 
cases in fiscal 1970 which contrasts sharply with 
the 3,8 69 appeals filed ju st 10 y ears ago.

In 1961, this fig­ 
u re was only 5 per cent. 
The pend ing criminal case load in the d istrict 
cou rts ju mped more than 3,000 ov er 1969’s figu re 
to 20,910. 
A breakd own in case filings shows homicid es 
were u p 39.6 per cent, forgery and cou nterfeiting 
24 per cent, larceny and theft 17 per cen!, embezz­ 
lement 13 per cen , and immigration and Selectiv e 
Serv ice Act cases 12 per cent. 


THE ONLY MILDLY encou raging statistics show 
there were 13 per cent fewer bu rglary case filings, 
a 4 per cent d rop in cases inv olv ing liqu or law v io­ 
la ions and a d ip of one per cent in au to theft cases. 
Action to ov ercome the mou nting backlog of 
cases d emand ing 
resolu ion is u rgently 
need ed . 
Backlogs, which mean d elay in the ad ministration 
of ju s ice and the red ress of w. ong, erod e the res­ 
pect for and confid ence in ou r entire sy siem of ju s­ 
tice. 


Mo re Deficits Ah ead ? 


The prospect of su ccessiv e d eficits of as mu ch as 
$15 billion in the 1971 and 1972 fed eral bu d gets is 
concerning the Cou ncil of S’ate Chambers of Corp- 
merce. 
An analy sis which is worry ing the cou ncil’s re­ 
search d epartment was mad e by its d irector of re­ 
search and had been sent not only to all member 
chambers bu t to members of Congress. 


THE STUDY SUGGESTS “ the financing of these 
d eficits wou ld 
again create problems in the finan­ 
cial markets, pu i renewed pressu re 
on 
interest 
ra.es, tend to d elay the ex pected resu rgence of 
hou sing constru ction and hav e a generally ad v e se 
effect on efforts to bring inflation u nd er control.’’ 
The analy sis also takes the position that su ch d e­ 
ficits wou ld tend to force the Fed eral 
Reserv e 
Board to again ad opt a tighter monetary policy 
which, in tu rn, wou ld hold back bu siness ex pan­ 
sion and the creation of jobs. 
It is not felt that a general tax increase to red u ce 


or eliminate the d eficits wou ld be a practical solu ­ 
tion in the present slu ggish economy . In fact an in­ 
crease is seen as possibly cau sing a seriou s reces­ 
sion and a loss of rev enu e rather than a gain. 
The thru s1 of the cou ncil’s stu d y seems to be that 
a prev entiv e cou rse of action shou ld be for Con­ 
gress to make specific appropriation cu ts in the 
bills still pend ing final ac ion and thin enact a gen­ 
eral obligations red u ction measu re similar to the 
one ad opted for fiscal 1968 bu t with an ex pend itu re 
limitation ad d ed . 


TIIE PURPOSE, OF COURSE, is to red u ce fed ­ 
eral obligations and ex pend itu res in controllable 
programs for the 1971 fiscal y ear, which, shou ld 
help to control 1972 ex pend itu res. 
The cou ncil’s stu d y and resu lting recommend a­ 
tions are a reflection of the d eep concern abou t the 
present state of the economy . They need to be con­ 
sid ered by members of Congress as they wrestle 
whh the problem of infla'ion. 


Ho o ver vs. Clark 


FBI Director J. Ed gar Hoov er and former Atty . 
Gen. Ramsey Clark are miles apart, id eologically , 
psy chologically and politically . 
Each sees the role of law enforcement at the fed ­ 
eral lev el in a d ifferent light, and when Mr. Clark 
fired the first v olley in his book, “Crime in Amer­ 
ica,” the issu e was joined and both proceed ed to 
engage in some rather v itu perativ e name-calling. 
The former attorney general, who was Mr. Hoo­ 
v er’s boss from 1967 to 1969. charged tha’ the 76- 
y ear-old d irector had a “self centered concern for 
his own repu tation” which has led to the FBI sac­ 
rifice of “effectiv e crime control.” 


MR. HOOVER REPLIED by calling Mr. Clark a 
'‘jelly fish” and a “sof ie” and said he was the 
worst attorney general in the 45 y ears the d irector 
has head ed the elite fed eral law enforcement agen­ 
cy - 
Many other things were said and many more will 
be said which will not shed any light on the b:sic, 
u nd erly ing reasons behind the wid e chasm be'.ween 
the d iv ergent points of v iew. 
Mr. Clark is an u ltra-liberal who fancies himself 
as the champion glad iator in d efense of ind iv id u al 
rig hts, ev en when it seems he is d efensiv e of those 
elements in ou r society which are bent on d isru p­ 
tion and v iolent change in open rebellion against 


law and oix L.. 
Mr. Hoov er, on the o‘her hand , is a prou d , con­ 
serv ativ e man who believ es firmly in d iscipline an^ 
the inalienable right of people to be free from har­ 
assment, v iolence and the rav ages of crime and 
id eological and rev olu tionary d efection, no m at.er 
the sou rce. 
The FBI d irector is a strict constru ctionist who 
has bu ilt the Fed eral Bu reau of Inv estigation into 
one of the most intelligent, effectiv e and efficient 
low enforcement agencies in the world . 
We ad mire him for the skill and d ed ication with 
which he has performed his job. and if, at times, he 
seems to bask in the glory of his accomplishments, 
we are not offend ed by it becau se we feel the cou n­ 
try is infinitely better off for his great contribu tions 
to the internal peace and tranqu ility that hav e ex ­ 
isted for most of the y ears of his serv ice. 
MR. CLARK HAS ASKED the FBI d irector why 
he d id n’t speak ou t against him when he was attor­ 
ney general. 
We shou ld like to ask Mr. Clark why , if he felt 
so strongly as his word s now ind icate, he d id n’t fire 
Mr. Hoov er when he was the d irector’s boss. 
The reason is qu ite obv iou s. The pu blic ou tbu rst 
wou ld hav e swamred Mr. Clark. 
In this battle of word s, ou r v ote of confid ence 
goes to Mr. Hoov er. 


A Tree Gro ws As Berlin Waits

BERLIN — While citizens of 
the two Germany s soak in what 
has been d escribed as the hea­ 
d y wine of high international 
d iplomacy : 
while 
they wait; 
while the Sov iet Union, the Unit­ 
ed States, Britain and France 
d iscu ss 
“easing 
the 
postwar 
Berlin problem.” a tree is grow­ 
ing in the Wall. 
Actu ally , the tree is growing 
between the Walls. There are 
two of them now, y ou know. 
The 
old 
one: 
A 
haphazard 
amalgamation 
of 
old 
store­ 
fronts and a six -foot brick wall 
with barbed wire stru ng across 
the top. 
And 
the 
“mod ern” 
one: 
Eight feet of concrete 
blocks with a rou nd , concrete 
tu be on top — so that any one 
attempting to scale it won’t 
hav e any ed ges to grab. 
Behind the wall, on the East 
Berlin sid e, is an area of abou t 
5 0 
y ard s 
called 
“no-man’s 
land .” Any one seen on it is 
immed iately shot if the land 
mines d on’t blow him u p first. 
Behind 
“no-man’s 
land ” 
are 
East Berlin gu ard s and Ru s­ 
sian sold iers who d o the shoot­ 
ing. Behind them, y et another 
barrier. 


“ IT IS NOW co nsidered im­ 
po ssible fo r any o ne to escape 
into West Berlin o v er the Wall,” 
said Dr. Hans-Jo achim Kausch, 
an ex ecutiv e fo r the Springer 
newspapers here. “ Any escapes 
o f this nature are usually at­ 
tempted o utside the Wall area 
where there are o nly barbed 
wire and g uards.” 
When the o ld Wall was first 


constru cted in 1961, many East 
Germans, separated from fami- 
iies and 
jobs, 
attempted es­ 
cape. The West Germans erect­ 
ed a cross wherev er a man has 
been killed while climbing the 
Wall. There were 87 crosses 
when the last cou nt was mad e. 
“No one will ev er know how 
many people 
nev er 
got far 
enou gh to be cou nted ,” said a 
West German tou rist official. 
Yet, the tree grows taller and 
the two Germany s wait. 
“The y ou ng people growing 
u p in East Berlin now hav e 
been steeped in the Commu nist 
sy stem,” 
said 
Dr. 
Kau sch. 
“ They 're v ery fanatical. More 
and more, Berlin is becoming 
two cities, two way s of life, in­ 
stead of ju st a city d iv id ed by 
a wall.” 


SUNDAY, 
AUG. 
13, 
1961, 
claims a West Berlin gu id e 
book was the sad d eest d ay in 
postwar 
Germany s 
hisiory . 
Du ring early morning hou rs u n­ 
d er the cov er of tanks and sol­ 
d iers, the Sov iet sector and 
zonal bou nd aries were sealed 
off in a zigzag pattern of bricks 
and barbeed wire and chev au x - 
d efrise. 


Three y ears oefore, in an at­ 
tempt to establish a strong po­ 
sition in Central Eu rope, Ru s­ 
sia 
d emand ed , 
among 
other 
things, 
that 
Western 
powers 
withd raw 
their 
troops 
from 
West Berlin. 
The d emand was not met, of 
cou rse. “ If the U.S.A., Britain 
and France ev er remov ed their 
sold iers from West Berlin, we’d 


be absorbed into East Germany 
in two weeks,” said Dr. Kau sch. 
So, the Sov iets “ su ggested ” 
to the East German 
gov ern­ 
ment that it “ take su ch meas­ 
u res on the bord er to West Ber­ 
lin as to gu arantee a reliable 
gu ard and an effectiv e control 
arou nd the whole area of West 
Berlin — inclu d ing its bou n­ 
d aries with East Berlin.” 
Hence the Wall. Hence the 
tree, which is growing. 


WEST BERIANERS consid er 
their city an island of freed om 
in the mid d le of a Red sea. 
Su rrou nd ed by Commu nism, it 
is a prosperou s, liv ely , su rpris­ 
ingly 
spaciou s 
commu nity 
whose main problem — asid e 
from certain ex isting bou nd a­ 
ries — is attracting y ou ng peo­ 
ple. 
Many y ou ths are leav ing for 
W7est Germany , bu t others are 
being encou raged , financially , 
to stay . You ng families mov ing 
to West Berlin are giv en plane 
tickets and easy loans to set 
u p hou sekeeping. There is su ch 
a thing in West Berlin, for ex ­ 
ample, as “child ing” off y ou r 
gov ernment loan, which can go 
u p to $3,000. 
The gov ernment red u ces the 
balance by 25 per cent for ev e­ 
ry child the family prod u ces. 
“ Fou r kid s and y ou ’re ou t of 
d ebt,” said a y ou ng airline em­ 
ploy e. West Berlin’s popu la­ 
tion is 2.2 million (compared 
to East Berlin’s 1.1 million).

When DDT was ou tlawed be­ 
cau se of its long-lasting resi­ 
d u es in the env ironment and in 
animal tissu es, large v egetable 
canners in Minnesota tu rned to 
an insecticid e called carbary l, 
thou ght to be more benign. 
As a resu lt, say s Science 
Serv ice, “Catastrophe stru ck the 
bee colonies” near the cannery 
farms. Carbary l prov ea to be 
more d angerou s, to the bees at 
least, than the DDT and o.her 
pesticid es it replaced . 
ihis is ju st one ex ample of 
how a “solu tion” to one prob­ 
lem in the v astly complicated 
field of env ironmental pollu tion 
can raise a wholly u nex pected 
new problem. 
Nobod y knows it better than 
the mu ch-criticized pesticid e in­ 
d u stry , which argu es that, “I.'s 
ou r env ironment, too!” Manu ­ 
factu rers point ou t that they 
hav e a d eeply v ested interest 
in a clean env ironment, for it 
is only su ch an env ironment that 
will allow farmers ind efinite u se 
of ¿heir land and water resou rc­ 
es, thu s assu ring a continu ing 
market for pest 
control 
pro­ 
d u cts. 


SO WHAT IS, the ind u stry d o- 
ing abou t it? 
For one thing, a d egrad able 
strain of DDT is now being 
tested . One company is tesu ng 
plastic containers for its pro­ 
d u cts that totally d isintegate. 
Elsewhere, progress is being 
mad e in he biological control 
of pests, which inv olv es any ­ 
thing from u sing good bu gs io 
fight bad bu gs to releasing mil­ 
lions of sterilized males to com 


pete with fertile males to d e­ 
v eloping hormones which pre­ 
v ent insects from matu ring. 
The u ltimate key to pest con­ 
trol may lie in an integrated 
approach which combines the 
best of chemical and biological 
method s. Howev er, time and 
money are essential to assu re 
both safety and effectiv eness. 
The av erage pesticid e now 
comes to market as the lone 
su rv iv or of some 4,000 com­ 
pou nd s tested . 
This su rv iv or 
mu st weather an av erage of 
fiv e y ears of fed erally regu lat­ 
ed laboratory and field research 
at an av erage cost to the manu ­ 
factu rer of more than $5 mil­ 
lion. 
Oov iou sly , ev en this is not al­ 
way s enou gh, as the traged y of 
the Minnesota bees testifies. 
On the other hand , some of 
the alaru ms sou nd ed abou t pes­ 
ticid es seem to hav e been ex ag­ 
gerated . One is that DDT resi­ 
d u es in the ocean are accu mu ­ 
lating to d angerou s lev els. 


ACCORDLNG TO Dr. Donald 
A Spencer, ecologist with the 
Fish and Wild life Serv ice ¿'or 
34 y ears, DDT resid eu es in the 
ocean are actu ally one thou sand 
times less than the no-effect 
lev e:. 
“ If the rate of u se d u ring the 
past 25 y ears is continu ed ,” he 
say s, 
“it 
wou ld 
take 25 ,000 
y ears to ex ceed the no-effect 
lev el.” 
Another fear is that ou r wild ­ 
life resou rces are grav eiy en­ 
d angered by pesticid e u se. 
Accord ing to Spencer, “ Wild ­ 
life is more abu nd ant tod ay 


than it ev er was, and pesticid es 
hav e play ed an important roie 
in this. . . by red u cing pests 
that prey on y ou ng game, by 
remov ing weed s and algae that 
choke the freed om of fish and 
other aqu atic species in ou r 
waterway s and by red u cing u n­ 
d ergrowth to giv e game more 
free mov ement in ou r forests.” 
Env ironmental qu ality is ev ­ 
ery American’s bu siness, 
and 
more and more of them, as in­ 
d iv id u als, as members of or­ 
ganizations and on ev ery politi­ 
cal lev a, 
are 
making 
meir 
v oices heard . Bu t the resu lt has 
been an enormou s d u plication 
of effort by fed eral, state and 
local agencies. 
ONLY ONE OF THESE - 
the fed eral gov ernment — has 
the fu nd s, facilities and resou rc­ 
es to carry ou t the long and 
in.ensiv e research requ ired to 
ev alu ate and regu late pesticid es. 
An encou raging d ev elopment 
is that most pesticid e regu la­ 
tion, prev iou sly d iv id ed among 
the Departments of Agricu i.u re, 
In.erior and Health, Ed u cation 
and Welfare, will now be center­ 
ed in the new Env ironmental 
Protection Agency . It is hoped 
that this agency will, among 
other things, establish and main­ 
tain nationwid e stand ard s of 
pesticid e u se. 
The mu ltiple threats to the 
env ironmem, of which 
pesti­ 
cid es are only one, are becom­ 
ing too seriou s to be left to in­ 
d u stry alone to solv e, 
or to 
grou ps of often-conflicting ex ­ 
perts or to a citizenry that is 
ju s.ifiably arou sed bu t which at 
the present time has more emo ­ 
tion than facts to act u pon.

American cab d riv er I encou n­ 
tered in Chicago in late Octo­ 
ber. The other is a 16 -y ear-old 
lad in Denv er. 
What marks all these y ou ng 
men, principally , is character. 
Withou t ex ception, they are sta­ 
ble and solid , 
gripped by 
a 
strongly v isible sense of respon­ 
sibility , a willingness to make 
hard choices in this increasing­ 
ly bewild ering world , and gen- 
ei'ally an id ealism which is not 
d efeated by that bewild erment. 
Not one is scarred by cy nicism. 
Uniformly , these y ou ng men 
were cheerfu l in spirit, and 
most were possessed of genu ine 
wit which flowed more or less 
constantly . They were energet­ 
ic, hard -working, ambitiou s. 


ALL ARE LIVING IN the 


real world — ex pecting no mir­ 
acles of instant change, bu t in 
no way blind to its fau lts and 
failu res and u tterly free with 
their criticism of poor hu man 
behav ior and of things that d o 
not work well. 
A hand some, high - d riv ing 
Mid westerner 
h a s 
plu nged 
heav ily and u sefu lly into state 
gov ernment in Michigan. 
Two 
past school age are d ogged ly 
helping get a new bu siness on 
its feet in Hawaii. The v aliant 
y ou ng Mex ican-American 
cab 
d riv er is weav ing his way abou t 
Chicago, searching for oppor­ 
tu nity he mu st hope his d ark 
skin will not bar to him. The 
school-age lad s are hitting the 
stu d ies hard . The man in the 
Air Force has y ears to go, bu t 
I heard no complaint as he set 
ou t on that d u ty . 
I hav e no poll at hand to 
show how many thou sand s or 
millions of y ou ng Americans 
there are who cou ld be called 
cou nterparts of the nine y ou ng 
men I encou ntered this y ear 
either in my home, or theirs, 
or somewhere along the politi­ 
cal trails I happened to follow. 
Bu t there mu st be great wav es 
of them. My nine su rely are 
not rarities. 
In ev ery instance, u nd erly ing 
their 
obv iou s capacities 
and 
abov e all their will and char­ 
acter are strong family bond s. 
I can ev en say that of the Mex ­ 
ican-American of whom I know 
least. And it say s a great d eal 
in this age when the family as 
a force for social stability is 
said to be tottering.

LISBON — A former heroin 
addict, sentenced to the Wom­
